After considerable work by 
the doctor Mrs. Gammon was restor­ 
ed consciousness. 
Dr. Ingram then 
directed his attentions to the husband 
who it seemed was suffering intensely 
from convulsions. 
It required sever­ 
al able-bodied men to restrain Mr. 
Gammon. 
The son of Mrs. Gammon arrived 
from west Texas a few days ago, and 
at soon at hit mother was able to 
travel he started with her for his 
home. They stopped here Monday at 
the International hotel. 
County At­ 
torney Ratliff, Deputy Sheriff Riley 
and Constable W ill Workman visited 
the lady at the hotel, and after a long 
talk with her warrants for the arrest 
Of Mr. Gammon and his son Tom 
wtre issued. 
Mrs. Gammon presents 
ed a pitiful sight as she lay on her 
bed swathed in bandages and hardly 
able to talk owing to the excruciating 
pain caused by the wound in her 
throat.

and who were present at the home im­ 
mediately after Mrs. 
Gammon was 
hurt, were called before the county 
attorney and made statements. 
The officers drove 
down 
to the 
Gamqion home Monday afternoon. 
Arriving there they found Mr. Gam­ 
mon complaining of being ill. Whex 


person, could have made wounds on 
head and throat; bruised places on 
lower part of neck could have been 
made by right hand of a person. 
Attorney McMurray 
and Dr. In­ 
gram had a wordy tilt during the 
cross examination, and his honor, the 
justice, had to call for order.

The bond for G. L. Gammon was 
placed at 11,200, and the son, Tom 
Gammon, was turned loose.

ney McMferray immediately sued out 
a writ of habeas corpus, which will 
be heard this morning before Judge 
Patterson.

RHOME 


Charged with Attempt to Kill His Wife 
—Courtroom Crowded at the 
Preliminary Trial. 


The Son, Tom Gammon, Discharged from Custody, 
While C. L. Gammon Goes Under Bond.

Mrs. G. L. Gammon, the lady who 
was found in her cow lot Tuesday 
’morning', 10th inst., suffering from 
severe wounds 
on 
her 
head and 
throat, said at the time to have been 
caused by a cow making a vicious at­ 
tack on her. was brought to town 
by her son Monday morning from 
her home ten miles southeast of town, 
and is stopping at the International 
hotel, where Dr. Ingram is attending 
her. 
As the result of a statement 
made to officers soon after her arriv ­ 
al here, G. L. Gammon and son Tom 
Gammon, husband 
and stepson of 
Mrs. Gammon, were arrested Tuesday 
afternoon by Officers Buck Riley and 
Will Workman on warrants charg­ 
ing attempted murder. Tile Gammons 
were 
arrested 
at their 
home and 
brought here and placed in jail. 
It is said that the defendants in 
the case claim that Mrs. Gammon, 
while milking was attacked by a cow; 
that Mr. Gammon was not in the lot 
at the time; that he was near the 
house, some thirty or forty yards 
from the lo) 
_the calves 
coming out of the lot iv!r. Gammon 
wsnt around the barn to the lot and 
there found his wife lying near the 
open gate, unconscious 
and with a 
bleeding wound on her throat and 
right side of the head. 
Assistance 
was summoned and the injured lady 
was carried to the house, and Dr. In­ 
gram r;as called. 
In the meantime 
the neighbors were doing what they 
could for Mrs. Gammons. 
While as­ 
sisting in carrying his wife to the 
house Mr. Gammons, who, it is said 
had been ailing for several days from 
heat, fainted, and was carried into 
the house by the neighbors. 
When 
the physician arrived Mrs. Gammon 
was unconscious. 
He dressed her 
wounds,which he found to be of a most 
serious nature. 
The wound on the 
right side of the head wras several in­ 
ches in length, extending from just 
afrove the ear to the eye. 
The ^nund 
in the throat was the the most serious. 
The 
windpipe was barely 
missed. 
The wound extended up in the mouth, 
frightfully injuring the tongue and 
back of mouth. 
A set of false teeth 
were broken and driven out -.of the 
mouth. After considerable work by 
the doctor M rs. Gammon was restor­ 
ed consciousness. 
Dr. Ingram then 
directed his attentions to the husband 
who it seemed was suffering intensely 
from convulsions. 
It required sever­ 
al able-bodied men to restrain Mr. 
Gammon. 
The son of Mrs. Gammon arrived 
from west Texas a few days ago, and 
a a soon as his mother was able to 
travel he started with her for his 
home. They stopped here Monday at 
the International hotel. 
County At­ 
torney Ratliff, Deputy Sheriff Riley 
and Constable Will Workman visited 
the lady at the hotel, and after a long 
talk with her warrants for the arrest 
of Mr. Gammon and his son Tom 
were issued. 
Mrs. Gammon presents 
ed a pitiful sight as she lay on her 
bed swathed in bandages and hardly 
able to talk owing to the excruciating 
pain caused by the wound in her 
throat. 
Several 
neighbors, men who are 
well acquainted with the Gammons, 
and who were present at the home im­ 
mediately after Mrs. 
Gammon was 
hurt, were called before the county 
attorney and made statements. 
The officers drove 
down 
to the 
Gammon home Monday afternoon. 
Arriving there they found Mr. Gam­ 
mon complaining of being ill. W hea 


told that he was wanted on a charge 
of attempted murder on his wife, Mr. 
Gammon had nothing to say, but ap­ 
peared somewhat surprised. 
While 
Mr. Gammon made preparations for 
the trip to town, a Messenger report­ 
er and ’Squire Greer, who accompan­ 
ied the officers, walked about the 
place and went to the lot where the 
lady was injured. 
Nothing was seen 
there to indicate that anything un­ 
usual had occurred. 
A neighbor 
pointed out a Jersey cow which is 
said to be tile one that came so near 
killing Mrs. Gammon. 
By this t'me 
Mr. Gammon had been 'assisted into 
the hack by the officers and some re­ 
latives of the gentleman, 
and the 
start hack to town made. 
Tom Gam­ 
mon, the son. was also arrested and 
invited to take a seat in the hack. 


Thurrday afternoon the examining 
trial was commenced. 
Hon. Tom J. 
McMurray is representing 
the 
de­ 
fendants. 
Only a few witnesses have 
been on the stand as we go to press. 
The evidence presented so far fails to 
be of sufficient weight to hold the 
poung man, Tom Gammon; and it is 
thought he will be allowed to return 
home at the conclusion of the trial. 
Dr. Ingrain, the first Witness called 
by the state, stated that in his opin­ 
ion as a practicing physician for 22 
years, the wounds on Mrs. Gammon’s 
head, throat and near the cellar bone 
could not have been done by a cow; 
that bruises on hip and wrist had the 
appearance of having been made by 
the heel of a shoe; that a cow’s horn 
or sharp stick, if in the hands of a 
person, could have made wounds on 
head and throat; bruised places on 
lower part of neck could have been 
made by right hand of a person. 
Attorney McMurray 
and Dr. In­ 
gram had a wordy tilt during the 
cross examination, and his honor, the 
justice, had to call for order. 
Three other witnesses were examin­ 
ed and one of these stated that Mr. 
Gammon had talked to him some 
weeks ago about dome • ic troubles, 
stating that his wife was going to 
leave him. 
Slow progress is being made in the 
trial, owing to taking the testimony 
on a typewriter. There are some five 
witnesses 
yet 
to take the 
stand 
for the staie, 
and probably 
that 
many will he pnt on by the defense. 
The courtroom was packed, a large 
number of those in attendance being 
from the community in which the 
Gammons live. 
LATER.—The 
testimony 
in the 
case was 
stopped about 5 o ’clock 
and arguments made by the attorneys 
The bond for G. L. Gammon was 
placed at 11,200, and the son, Tom 
Gammon, was turned loose. 
Attor­ 
ney McMurray immediately sued out 
a writ of habeas corpus, which will 
be heard this morning before Judge 
Patterson.
